President Oolfax and (he Rev, Henry Ward
Boeeochor had not affronted the publie sense of
deconoy by ostentations sympathy for a se-
ducer and justification of his conduot, the
pross would have no other daly in conbec-
tion with this tragedy than is laid upon it in
tho similar cases which ave of such frequent
oocurrence, Richardson was no such novice
a% not to know that a man who seduces a wife
from her allogiance carries his life in his hand,
and may expect to forfeit it to the vengeance
of tho eulraged husband, He dared the conse.
quences, and they ocame. He doubtless
thought the prize worth the risk and the for.
foit; and we will do him the justice to say
that, #o far as the public is informed, he met
Lis fate without any unmanly quailing, or any
protest against its righteousness, The aveng-
ing Nemesis, which is ever on the path of
such transgressors, speedily overtook himy
and if his enlogists had not attempted to blunt
and pervert the moral sense of the commu-
nity, it would bo safe, as well as charituble,
to dismiss him to his reward without any re-
marks,

But when the most popular and eloguent
divine in the country, and the second func.
tionary in the Government, llndurlal_m 29
thlazon ovil deeds and consecrate o crime,
their attompt to lower the moral tone of the
community cannot pass without rebuke,
Whatever lenity might be practised towards
the infatuated parties to this tragedy in con-
sidorntion of their terrible punishment, is
swallowed up in a feeling of indignation and
disgust against those who have prostitnted
their influence and talenta in defense of an
intorcourse which the moral sentiment of the
community condemns.

Now
that he is down fresh flies ave all around
about him, and death, that is to most men a
truce to old enemies, is the very arraying of
the battle against him." It is not against the
dead seducer, but against you, Mr. Descher,
and such as you, that the pablic indignation
is let lbose on this truly mournful oceasion.
Had you, and such as you, been con-
tont to cast asilent mantle of charity over
the orring, and withhold the publie enlogies
by which you have shocked the sensibilities
o right-tj;.inkiug people, thera wonld have
been no occaston for yon to stand defiantly
on the defensive, and interpose the perforated
gorpso of your dead “lion” as a shield be-
twoen yon and the public censure. It is
against you and such as yon that the scorch-
ing breath of incensed virtue is directed: you,
who, without the apology of temptation, freo
from the passions which blinded those illicit
tovers, ooolly insult a Christian community
by fulsome and indecent praises of their
guilty connection.

MoFarland would not have dared to apply for
a divorce here in the State of New York,
wheore the parties resided and the facts wonld
bave been investigated. In the eye of o
laws, and by the rules of sur courts, the mar-
riage with McFarland hos never besn dis-
solved; and your performance of the marringe
ceremony made you not only a justifier of
seduction but an abetter of bigamy.

In the light of the sworn testimony taken
in McFarland's application for the castody of
his children, this 1s as clear a case of sednc-
tion a8 wns ever proved by evidence. The
lanélady of the house in Amity street swears
that Mrs. McFarland applied to her fora roow
for Richardson, and that he came there in
consequence of an arrangement which she
bad made for him. The room adjoined hers,
and the inmates of the house testify that she
was frequently in it in the absence of her hus-
band. All this might be innocent enough if
it were not for the light thrown back upon it
by the subsequent developments. She after-
wards abandons her husband and puts her-
self under Richardson's proteetion. When he
is wounded she goes to Mr. Sinelair's house
and takes care of him, passes whole days and
whole nights alone with him, bestowing the
most endenring caresses npon him, and per-
mitting it to be understood in Mr, Sinclair's
family, and by other acqumntances, that she
and Riohardson were under an engagement
of marriage. It is impossible to resist the
conclusion that she forsook her husband in
the expeotation of marrying Richardson; that
ho bad knowingly excited that expectation,
and bad thereby alienated her from her hus-
band; and that the Indiana divorece—procured
probably by the friendly intervention and as-
sistance of Mr. Colfnx—was the consumma-
tion of a purpose which had been formed
while the parties were ocoupying adjoining
rooms in Amity street.

And upon conduet such as this Mr. Beechar
boatows his blessing and benediotion ! With
this history before the public in the shape of
sworn testimony, he had the effrontery to
gtand up beside Richardson's corpse, and de-
olare that ‘‘both Lhe, dnd she who is left to
mourn his absence, have always lived in a
prudential manner !”

THE VALUE OF THE CHINAMAN,
Prom the N. ¥, Times,

However difficult it has been for the repre-
sontative of any power to open megotiations
with the Emperor of China, upon a direct
and personal basis, there can be no doubi
that the United Btates have been accorded
the preference in this respect., Mr, Barlin-
gamo's mission is the first even guusi diplo-
matic recognition of that nature ever made
by the Ohinese Court. Being thus favorabl
pitunated towards the vast emipire from whic
groat benefits in the way of commerce ara ex.
peoted, it becomes of great importance that
nothing ooccur by which the progress of ounr
acquaintince with the Chinese people and
Government may be delayed or its influence
weakened. The treatment which Chinese
emigrants are to receive bears directly upon
this subject. If they are encouraged, they
should also be protected. They are a guiet,
inoffensive race, and peculiarly liahle to op-
prossion at the hands of those who look npon
thom as intruding rivals,  Their labor is
already of groat value in soeme sections, wud

made in Californin, and with striking rosults,
The “six compnnies” of San I'rancisco under-
take not only the control of the immigrtion,
but the eare of the Chinesé on their arrival.
They bave their offices in China, whioh aro
directly under the control of the Chinese
government. By this agency thoe passage is
provided, records of every man, woman, and
child are kept, and reraittances from the im.
migrants to their friends st home—aggre-
gating from $20,000 to $100,000 by each
steamor—are forwarded. And, what is of
great consequones, their national feelings are
carefully respected by the collootion and
transmission home of ti’lo bones of Chinamen
dying in California, it being regarded bLy the
Chinese n groat ealamity if their remaing are
finally deposited in fnrof n soil.

Altogether, 155,546 Ohinese have roached
Californin.  These are thus accounted for by
the companies:—Returned, dead,
10,420; remaining in the State, 41,000, and
the rest have gone into other States, There
are besides over 90,000 still on the coast.
The 41,000 are variously occupied, 31,700
being active adult males, the balance consist-
ing of women, children, and old poople.
The returns show a decrease from those of
1848 of 843,

The great diffionlty in the way of these
people is the prejudice existing against thom
among the white laboring classes, But it is
an unjust and short-sighted feeling, if the
general prosperity of the localities in which
they are domiciled be worth consideration,
Their labor is cheap, but it is of a kind
which is, for the most part, repugnant to
many while men from its Hﬂmrim\u charactar,
They undertake tasks which are unremunern-
tive to any but those whose wanls are few
and simple. The prices of fruits, vegetables,
ments, butter, coarse clothing, cigars, and
many other commodities are rendered cheaper
to the general community of San Francisco
in particular by their means, Thaere are, it is
stated, many branches of mannfacture which
could not be carvied on without their sid.
The complaint is justly made that they are
“mixed up with politics”—that is, that poli-
ticians make opposition to them a ground for
claiming politieal support. This is much to
be regrettad, and the evil may inerense, Dut
it shonld be borne in mind that they assist in
developing the national resources. Their
gervices in bunilding the Central DPacific Iail-
road alone are an evidence of what Impori.
ance may be attachied to them in the fatare,
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and should entitle them to kindness and con.
sideration,

Jofl, Duavis, a5 everybody knows, has re.

turned to the Unié® States, and has for tho
present tuken up his residence in Memphis.
sSome demonsirations of respact for hig char-
acter were made on his arrival in that eity,
and some of commiseration over his blighted
hopes and Lis reversed prospests in life. The
sensation prodaced by his arrival, however,
scareely survived the day on which he

abroad. There isa point heyond which no
applanse or adulation will sustain man.  One
soon wearies of the mere Bympathy of others,
and a bhigh-minded man is seldom  willing to
accept it at all

We cannot be surprised, however, that the
chief of the late Relellion finds some solace
in the sympathies of the Southern people.
They kindled together the torches of the civil
war. They endured together its unequalled
privations, and they bave shared togother the
bitter memories of its lost canse. A common
brooding over the past is all they have left to
bind them to each other. Bul ar ocoupation
like this, as is said, *‘butters no man's bread,”
and Jeff, Davis will not be long in discover-
ing, what the Southern people huve generally
found ont alresdy, that politics will not yield
bhimi n support, and that he must take his
place among the working millions whom he
has rll his life disparaged and despised.
The generuls who led the Rebel armies
have fullen, in considerable proportion, into
agencies of express companies, or become
superintendents of railroads, in the South,
and they have shown their good sense in re-
sorting to such occupations for a livelihood.

From the Mewpilis Adviulanche,
Negro suffrage is a fixed, irrevocable faot.

this eternal controversy abont the negro; and
will never wilness o restoration of poeaos and
prosperity until off eltizens ave enfranchised.
Wo fuver negro #uffrage beosuse it will
gquiet the negro, give him econfidencs in his
old master, and teach him that his own com-
fort and poace aro interwoven with thosoe of
the white race. We favor it becanse we regard
it as the best menns of restoring law and
order in Teénnctsee; but Lowasyer mach we
believe negro suffrage is fixed and unchange-
able in Tennosse, as it is in all our sister
States of Virginin, Sonth Carolina, North
Carolina, Georgin, Alabama, Mississippi,
Louisiann, Arkansas, and Texns, we have no
objection to our people voting separately and
distinotly nruu |]]l-" question. If a majority
of the people of Tennessoe nre opposed to
negro suffrage, lot that majority be re-
spected.  If a wajority of the voters of
Tennesses are in favor of negro suffrage,
the enemien of nniversal snffrage are bound
to submit; then, why all this clamor? The
approaching canvasy in this connty for dele.
§ulm to the convention promises to be bitter.
Ne wish to avoid a contest so unnecesaary,
if possible. It ean be avoided, and with this
View we propose that the delegates to the
convention from this connty be instrncted to
vole for the insertion of a clanse in the Con-
stitulion giving every male citizen of the
State the right to vote, with the further in-
struction that our delegates vote to subiuit
this clause of the Constitution to a separate
and distinet vote. 1If the peoples ratify such
a clanse lot it remain. If they should vote
against it let it be struck out.  If the enemies
of negro suffrage believe the people are
opposed to it, they are surely willing
to risk the question to a vote of the
people. We would not have negro snffrage
forced upon the people, even nuntil the fif-
teenth amendment forces it upon thom, if we
really believed a malority opposed it. Lot
the question Le submitted to the people di-
rectly. We will support any man nomi-
nuted by the convention who may be willing
to trust the people on a direet vote, and who
will give them an opportunity in the way sug-
gested.  The proposition to submit the
negro snffvage (nestion as a separate clause
to the Constitution onght to be satisfactory.
Such a eourse would not jeopardize the ratifi-
calion of the whole instrument, There is no
nse of discussing this nestion now, when it
enti be snbmitted to a direct vote and decided
by the people themeelves,
